EXECUTION OF 167 OF THE MURDERERS. 


Damascus, Aug. 20. (Official.)—--This 
morning 167 persons implicated in the late 
massacres, and on whom sentence had been 
passed, were publicly executed. Fifty-seven 
of the condemned were banged in the most 
populous parts of the city, and 100 of the 
local police were shot in the square Djenk 
Meidan, These executions have struck ter- 
ror into the inhabitants of the city, which 
remained tranquil. 

To-morrow those condemned to hard 
labor and detention will be taken, under a 
strong escort, to Beyrout, where they will be

Shortly after Fuad Pacha’s arrival at 
Damascus, Daas Agha’s services were said 
to be needed, and he was invited to come 
in, but ho showed little alacrity to move 
until he had received several prossing letters 
of invitation, At last he went to Damas. 
cus, where lo was well received for some 
days, until he had time to write to his friends 
at Jorud, and allay their fears, When this 
was done, and confidence restored, the 
Seraskiea led out the column of troops from 
Damascus, to which I referred in my last, 
ae being ignorant of its destination. I pre- 
sumed it wan intended to act against the 
Druses, instead of which it marched rapid- 
ly to Jorud, where it sought for the plun- 
der of tho Christians; not, however, find- 
ing much, it gutted and burnt Dans Agha's 
house, besides the residences of friends some 
64 of whom were conveyed back to Da- 
mascus on the 15th, Dany Agha having 
heen arrested carly the preceding morning. 
Tho mystery, suddenvess, and vigor of this 
proceeding torriflud the Moslems into good 
bebavior towards the Cliristians of tho dis- 
trict. 

O. the same day four men from Suna: 
meio were hanged in different parts of tho 
city of Damascus, Sunamein is a Moslem 
village, tho namo signifying “ two idols,” 
and about two days’ journey from Damas 
cus, on the Haj road. The inhabitants are 
notorious for their cruel and fanatical ba-

Fund} Pacha had offered tle European 
Consuls-4Oexpel the Moslem’ from a quar- 
ter of the town—the Kanawat—and to i 
stal thor@bristians in their placo, providing 
them with the means of livelihood for some 
time to come, and soldiers to protect the 
quarter, A similar offer was made to the 
ChiristianS remaining in the cnstle, but de- 
clined, under the advice of the Russian and 
French consuls, However, Fuad Pacha 
commenced turning the inhabitants of Kan- 
awat out of their houses on the evening of 
the 15th, very unceremoniously, and they 
are believed to have deserved a much Heavy 
fer punishment, Very few have, up to the 
present time, accepted Fuad Pacha’s offer, 
and gono to the houses provided for them. 
Tho tajority prefer to enduro all the dis 
comforts of the castle, rather than take a 
step which may lessen the chance of their 
getting away*soon. They aro anid to suffer 
much abusive language from the Moslems, 
which causes more alarm now than it did 
before. 

Up to the dato of tho last despatches the 
Christians had not opened their shops, nor, 
indeed, any in which Christian goods were 
deposited for sale. An Armenian barber, 
whose shop was close to the castle gates, 
did open a fortnight ago, but the Turkish 
officers, who used it as a lounge, advised 
bim to shut up aud seck safety in the castle 
with the rest. The Moslems fancied that 
no Moslem would suffer the penalty of 
death, although it was then known that 
there were 1300 persons in prison, of whom 
231 bad been condemned to death, and 
out of this smaller number evidence of the 
committal of actual murder had been ob- 
tained agaiust upwards of 50, and that the 
remainder bad been proved to bave plun- 
dered in the Christian quarter with arms 
in their bands, Oh Monday morning, bow- 
ever, those who fancied their creed would 
eusure them an immunity from punishment 
received a terrible shock, when they found 
at dawn 57 Moslems—many belonging to 
the better, though not to the higher class 
—hanging in batches of from six to twelve 
in different parts of the city which had wit- 
nessed their atrocities, Among them were 
a merchant of considerable standing and

by trafficing in mules, ‘This wretch, with 
bis family and followers, butchered hundreds 
of Christians, including many who trusted 
for safety to his pretended friendship and 
his profession of regard. It was by his or- 
ders, and by his people, that Mr. Graham 
was murdered, and he plotted the deaths of 
Mr. Frej snd Dr. Meshallah, native Protes- 
tynt missionaries. Hassad Bey, a man well 
known in Damascus, was also banged with 
others, including the brothers, sons, and fol- 
lowers of some of the chief personages in 
the city. Rank and dignity make no dif- 
ference. At 1 o'clock on the same day, 
Monday, 110 of the Zapties (police,) Bashi 
bazouks, and others who had been arrested, 
as described above, were led out to the 
Great Meidan and there shot. This act of 
stern justice filled Moslems with the gloom- 
jest apprebensions ; their shops were closed 
during the day, and the Jews kept to their 
own quarter, while very few Christians ap- 
peared in the streets, which were filled with 
the women related to the dead and to those 
in prison, weepirg aloud, and cursing the 
“dogs” on whoso account Moslems had been 
punished with death, Besides those who 
suffered the extreme penalty of the law C50 
werd sentenced to hard labor for life, and 
they were marched out of Damascus through 
the public streets, with their wrists in wood- 
en yokes, (o Beyrout, whence they are to 
embark for Constantinople. Their relatives 
also crowded tho streets, weeping aud 
screaming, and striving to say a last good- 
bye to the condemned, Moslems are now 
convinced of the sincerity of Fuad Pacha’s 
threats ; and while this sigoal punishment 
was inflicted, not the slightest attempt was 
made at a rescue or at a popular rising. — 
Henceforward, I am assured, there will be 
no further delay, As offenders aro tried 
and condemned they will bo immediately 
executed; while thoso who have fled are 
now being tried, and on being condemned 
will be liable to immediate execution on 
being caught. Fuad Pacha has 800 troops 
under bis command, of whose fidelity he 
fools nasured, to render him por master 
of tho city’ Ahmed Pacha, late Governor 
of Dawasous, bas been tried and found guilty, 
and condemned to death by a civil tribunal. 
Ho has to be tried by a military court, and 
will then be executed—probably he has been 
0 before this, His revelations aro under- 
stood to have been of great service to Fuad 
Pacha in discovering tho guilty parties. — 
Khurschid Pacha is still hore awaiting his 
trial.

sive of the futuro, and seo no means of safely 
but in flight. Fifteen of the principal 
Ottoman jnbabitants of Damascus, who fod 
to thin place to avoid being arroated, for 
their sbore in the last massacre, omit no 
opportunity of oxoiting the fanticiam of the 
Turks, Last wook the Gadi of Deir-el-

The total nimber of persons killed 
in cold blood by Druses and Moslems, since 
the disturbances first commenced at the end 
of May, including tho various towns on the 
Lebanon, Sidon, Damascus, and elsewhere, 
amounts to the fearful number of 12,000, 
besides those who fell in open fight, when 
as yet the war was ® mere sectarian out- 
brenk, The amount of property plundered, 
buroed, destroyed, and otherwise swept 
away during the samo period—not counting 
the consequent losses to trade, but simply 
the actual loss of money, jewels, houses, 
furniture, horses, cattle, silk, cocoons, silk 
factories, mulberry and olive trees, vines, oil, 
wine, grain, flour, and church plate, has 
been very carefully calculated, and is found 
to represent no smaller a sum than between 
fourteen and fifieen millions sterling. he

cision of our Courts, in refusing to receive 
the testimony of those who have not the 
fear of Hell before their eyes, There are 
aclass of people in the County of Prince 
Edward, whose religious belief excludes 
them from giving evidence in our Courts, 
in the opinion of Chief Justice Draper.— 
How far the other superior Judges of Up- 
per Canada will go with Judge Draper, in 
this opinion, we do not know. These peo- 
ple, common called Universalists, have but 


little to do in Courts of Jaw, as far as our 
observation extends; therefore the decision 
of Chief Justice Draper slumbered, until last 
week it was received in our County Court, 
when the County Judge considered himself 
bound to follow the ruling of the superior 
Judge, ‘ 

We say those people who do not believe 
in w Hell, kept out of Court for two years 
—it is we believe, now about two years 
since Judge Draper took‘upon himself the 
correction of the religious faith of the peo- 
pie. The young man who was theu put 
through the catechism,of the clever chief, 
had*a good. reputation for track mnidever- 
acity” among his neighbors; but being the 
principal evidence in a suit, the other side 
brought up the question of religious belief, 
and the witness was rejected. Thus the 
matter rested until last week, when a Uni- 
versalist had his property stolen from him, 
and the supposed thief was brought in 
Court. Everything went on very quietly 
until the prisoner was arraigned, and the 
County Attorney bad opened the case, and 
the first witness was called, wien the test 
question was put, “do you believe in a fu- 
ture punisbment after life for the acts done 


in the body {” ‘Tbe answer was, No. The 
brother to the first witness was called, his 
faith was the same, and he had to retire, 
and the prisoner was clear, 

Now we can testify that those two wit- 
nesses who were rejected Jast week, in our 
County Court, are persons of good char- 
acter—and furthormore, they belong to an 
honest breed of men. For fear our testi- 
mony should bo questioned, we will just 
premise that we do believe in a Hell, 

What we have to do with, is the ap- 
parent injustice that is done to a respectable 
class of citizens, in being excluded as wit- 
pesses in Court, on account of religious be- 
lief, though they may have a good reputa- 
tion for truth and veracity,” among their 
neighbors. It appears their property can 
be stolen with impunity. They are de- 
prived from holding many situations, on ac- 
count of not being able to testify in a Court 
of Law. They cannot be Clerks ia a Store 
—their neighbors, who believe in a Hell, 
can cheat them, and they have no redress 
—unless another neighbor, who does believe, 
witnessed the transaction. A member of 
their family might be murdered in resisting 
a thief, knowing that they have no redress 
—yet the murderer is sure to go clear, 

We supposed the ruling of Courts, as to 
what kind of witnesses should be had, bad 
reference to the furtlerence of justice, by 
the bringing out of truth, But hero are 
meu excluded, aa witnesses, because they 
tell tho truth the very first question that is 
put to them—although the correct answer 
puts them to a disadvantage. The witness | 
tells the truth at the commencement, and 
because hoe does be is turned out of Court. 
His neighbors may bear witness to his truth- 
fulness—it is all of no account, Had tho 
wan have told a lie, at the commencement, 
why bis evidence would have been taken. 
Now we do not wish to say a word in dis- 
paragement of a Hell, nor a Dovil, nor any 
of our Judges; but wo do think tho ruling 
in tho enso is very bad. —Picton Zines.

There is no pains 
taken to show that they are imitators of 
the example of the meek and lowly One, 
who was willing to serve in bis Master's 
house; but rather a settled determination 
to make a parade of their religious status, 
and consequently ‘by elevating themselves 
above the heads of others, of necessity de- 
pressing those who are engaged in the same 
great work of human redemption. That 
the non-reception of an address by the 
Prince of Wales from either of the religious 
bodies would tend to affect the usefulness 
of that body, no one believes; it therefore 
appears to the disinterested observer a mat- 
ter of no particular impcrtance, much less 
one to cause dissention, whether the Bishop 
of the Church of England, in his canonicals, 
the Archbishop of the Church of Rome, in 


Scotland, or the President of the Wesleyan 
Conference, shall have priority in presenta- 
tion to the heir apparent to the British 
throne. In the eye of Omnipotence these 
little distinctions amount to nothing; and 
if we believe the protestations of the various 
religious sects, we ought to give them credit 
for a desire to promote the everlasting wel: 
fare of men, in preference to the acquire- 
ment of a temporal advantage which is more 
imaginary than real. 

But ifthe leaders of the various sects 
cannot amicably settle the point amongst 
themselves as to who shall have the prece- 
dence in such matters, (because some one 
must precede,) Parliament will probably be 
called mpon to legislate upon the subject, 
aud then a bone of contention will be thrown 
amongst us which may not be disposed of 
in a generation. Why is it that this ques- 
tion of precedence never distarbs our neigh 
bors in the United States ? We never hear 
of one church arrogating to itself’ exclusive 
rights; they are all on an equal footiog be- 
fore the law ; each church supports itself; 
and they are never troubled with questions 
of precedence or political favor ; in fact the 
clergy mind their own business, and never 
pay homage to men of any description. 1 
it were possible, how much more satisfactory 
it would be to the people of Canada if this 
example wero followed, And it will be 
followed in course of timo—perbaps not in 
our day,—but the time will come when these 
petty distinctions will be swept away for 
ever, when all classes, sects and organizations 
will be on an equality, and then, and not 
till then, will the country be free from pe- 
riodical visitations of religious excitement 
and rancour, The extraordinary course 
pursued by the Duke of Newcastle in show 
ing partiality in his notice of certain chur 
ches and other bodies, will undoubtedly set 
the people to think moro deeply upon their 
position than they have heretofore done.

YOUR LOCAL PAPER. 
Reader, did you ever reflect on the sub- 
ject of supporting liberally tho pross, and 
first of all, your own local newspaper ty, If 
vot, permit us to suggest to you your privi- 
lege and your duty in this respect. 

Each city, town, and villagé in a country 
like America should be represented by a dive 
local newspaper, and it would be well, not 
only for the people and the place so repre: 
sented, to Lave a paper which would reflect 
credit on both, but a paper which would be 
an honor and a credit tothe bation. Stran- 
xers from wbroad judge us by our néwspa 
per press, and hence the importance of 
making that instrument as perfect and pa- 
tent as possible, = 

Tt is the duty of every citizen, of each 

place to contribute something toward im, 
proving and strengthening tho local, préss. 
He may do it by sabscnibing and paying 
for his paper, by advertising in. it,.bysre- 
commending it to others, or in all these 
ways, Were the country press as libéraily 
patronized and as well supported ay it should: 
be, the country would not be ‘so’ flooded 
with the worthless trash, if the shape of 
“Jove-and-murder stories,” as it naw is, 
which poison and vitiate the minds of the 
young. ‘There is,usually more, moral inte-) 
grity, and. circumspection’ manifested »by 
editors of the couxtry press than by those 
in the large cities, aud'® more healthy tone 
of mitid and worals will gedérally be found 
to pervade'them.” Thay are indré free from 
the reports of degrading vices and ‘crimes, 
and are never opened with that feeling, of 
suspicion which attaches to the common 
“flush” literature of the day. ; 
The country press. may..ba improved.— 
Each iddividual residing within: the limits 
of its sphere and circulation may aid in its 
improvement, and add to its subseriptio- 
list. He may be of thé™ look-out” for in- 
teresting information, and when this'is ob- 
tained, communicate it to tlie editor: “ He 
may bring his own business before the pub- 
lic by as appropriate advertisement, of, if 
he bas beef, pork, or grain, to sell, he may 
announce it through his local press. He 
may give historical sketches of the past, and 
sliow the progress and changes going on at 
present, He may help to make his local 
Paper a source of instruction to strangers, 
and of entertainment to h’a neighbors.’ Is 
hea manufacturer? Let him invite eapital 
and influence by setting forth such natural 
advantages as the place may possess, and 
indicate ‘the routes by which it may be 
reached, ils accessibility to the markets, &c. 
There is no estimating the adyantages. to 
any town or village of a dive local, journal, 
and we doubt if there is to be found at the 
presout time an editor who gets fully paid 
for the services he performs, and we put the 
responsibility where it belongs—uamely, on 
the people, whose business and duty it is, 
first of all, to support bandsomely their own 
local paner,—Life Illustrated,

Theories, however smooth and plausible 
they appear to be at first sight, are often sub- 
ject to one slight defect,—they are miserably 
at variance with the facts of the case. The 
constitutional theory of an Elective chamber 
is sufficiently plausible and seductive, and if 
it could be worked on that preconceived ideal, 
would exhibit a miraculous example of the 
perfectability of human legislation. Many a

Your Royal Highnesa:—As chief magis- 
trate of the City, I welcome you bere, and 
believe that I represent the entire population, 
without exception.” « 

To which the Prince responded as follows> 

TBE PRINCE'S RESPONSE. E 

“Tt affords me great pleasure to accept 
your hospitalities, which I have no donbt will 
be worthy of the great City of New York.” 

Mayor Wood then introduced the Prince: 
to the President of the Board of Aldermen, 
Mr. Peck, and through him the Common 
Council, 

The Prince shook hands with President 
Peck, and simply bowed to the rest; he then 
retired to the private room of the Commis- 
| sioners of Emigration, and in less than filteen 
| minutes re-appeared in his unijorm of a Colo- 
| nel of the British army, and immediately pas- 
sed out of the Garden, leaning upon the army 
of the Mayor, by whom he was introduced to 
Gen. Sanford, and in a few moments mount- 
ed his steed and proceeded with the review 
of the troops. It was nearly 8 o'clock when 
| the Prince rode forth, followed by his suite, 
jall in unjform, except the Duke of Newcastle 
and Lord Lyons. When the Prifice was rec- 
ognized by the wast throngs collected all a- 
round the Battery, they cheered and wayed 
their handkerchiefs and hats, while from the 
balconies and windows of the surrounding 
houses he was loudly cheered. Lord Ren- 
frew acknowledged the coumpliment by rais~ 
ing his chapeau, and then went on with the 
review. 

Tt is not my purpose to occupy your space 
with any detail of the scenes occurring during 
the review, but will close as soon as po-sible- 

The Review over, the Prince entered the 
handsome carriage, drawn by six black horses, 
which had been provided for him. On the 
ba k seat with him sat Mayor Wood, while 
in front were the Duke of Newcastle and Lord 
Lyons, enclosed by the two troops of the Tth 
and 8th Regiments, in form of a hollow square. 
After passing up Broadway and Park Row to 
the City Hall, he alighted, and received the 
honors of a marching salute. This occupied 
nearly an hour, but was brilliant in the ex- 
treme. The Division never appeared to bet- 
ter advantage, and every man in the ranks 
seemed to fecl that the reputation of his corps 
dopended on himself, The Prince stood ona 
dais in front of the City Hall, with the Mayor 
and the Duke of Newcastle on bis right, and 
Lord Lyons and Gen. Bruce on his left. All 
appeared to admire the turn-out, it having 
been previously explained that they were cit- 
izen soldiery, and as they passed, their differ- 
ent characteristics and nationalities were 
pointed out to the Prince by the Mayor:— 
“These are all Germans”; “That is an Ame 
rican Regiment”; “This isa French”; and 
when the Highland Guard passed, Gen. Brace 
exclaimed “Ah! these are my countrymen.” 
The Duke of Neweastle said’ that the recep- 
tion was more than brilliant,—it was magnitix 
cent; ho was delight.d with the U. States.

land at home, whenever such management 
is practionble, as by this moans they will 
tuke valuab'o manure for sustaining the 
fertility of the soil, and will be enabled to 
tuke their grain, roots, &u., to market in the 
most profitable and the most portable man: 
ner, on the backs of their hogs, enttle and 
sheep, Animals consume less grain wud 
fathen much sooner in warm wenther than 
in cold, and for this renson « geval saving 
of provender may be effected by feeding 
carly in the Fall, before the rigors ol Winter 
commence, Every farmer should bave his 
hogs in good condition before they are pot 
up to fatten, aa if they are put Up poor and 
lean it will be a long time before they will 
be fit for niarket, and itis much better to 
use cheap food, auch as grass, cabbiges, 
ritnbagas, &c., for bringing them up to 
fueding point, than to waste corn for that 
purpose, The same remarks will apply to 
cattle, they should be made as fat as grass 
can make then before they are put in for 
stall feeding. ‘They should be fattened 
early in the season, although it will some-! 
times pay to bold them over until meat be-| 
comes scarce and dearn—T'ribune, 


SELECTION OF SEED CORN, 


The important advaatages secured by 
the practise of selecting from tha field! 
the earliest and most perfect ears of Indian 
vorn for seed, are thus stated by the Boston 
Cultivator : 

“In the field the whole babitof the plant 
cap be seen, It can be seen whether the 
ear is large in proportion to the stalk,— 
whether the ear is comparatively close to 
the ground.—whether the stem of the ear 
(that proportion between the ear and main 
stalk,) is short, insuriog the support of the 
@ar under all circumstances, or whether it is 
80 long that it would be liable to break 
down under wind or wet weather, Tt can 
be seen whether the stalk produces more 
than one ear, and what is, perbups, of more 
importance than anything else, it can be 
seen what ears ripen first. So precurious 
ans the corn crop is in the-northero section 
of the country, it is of the greatest conse- 
quence that varieties should be adopted that 
will be certnin to mature. By judicious se- 
lections in the field, this object may be at- 
tained without at all lessenivg the produc- 
tiveness of the variety.”

We republished in our last impression an 
article from a Toronto journal, which we 
took to be inspired by the Grand Trank 
Company, containing astatement that $10,- 

100,000 or upwards must be raised for pay- 
ing the floating debt and working the road 
to its full cxpneity,—three fourths of this 
sum to be applied for paying floatiog debt 
and ong fourth for the purchase of necessary 
rolling stock and providing sufficient sid- 
ings. It is difficult to imagine a more ser 
ious situation. Ttis clear that the Company 
are baukrupt. And it is further a fact that 
the London Bankers, who are at the same 
tine Directors, have « judgment against the 
Courpany for four million dollars, for ad 
vances, 

We don’t know how the Company pro: 
pose to extricate themselves, We doubt if 
they know themselves, for the Toronto 
journal which published the statement of 
their debt at the same offered the public 
yratitude to anybody who could show a 
road out of the tangie. We have all along 
understood and yet understand that the Go 
vernment do not intend to increase the pro 
vincial advance, Even if they were desi- 
rous of dog so, and could get the consent 
of Parliainent, which we believe they could 
vot, the finwnces of the Province itself are 
not in a state to bear any additional bur- 
den, 

Woe were given to understand Inst week, 
on what we believed to be good authority, 
that the London Directors had obtarned a 
Judgment for their advances in order to put 
ihe affairs of the Company in trust, to do 
justice to all parties, and prevent any par 
Gul advantage being taken, Our own bo- 
lief ‘s that the best thing to do is to put the 
alfairs of the Company in hands of trustees 
Justin the same way as any other insolvent 
estate, the rond to be worked for the benefic 
of the creditors, the trustees providing the 
necessary rolling stock and sidings to work 
it to its full capacity, to do so as economi- 
cally as possible, confining the operation to 
those portions only which will pay, and 
paying no dividend whatever say for six, 
tine, or twelve months. Such delay may 
te highly inconvenient for individuals and 
institutions who have made very heavy ad- 
vances; bution this way it seems to us the 
creditors may seo n larger ultimate dividend

A gentleman of this city, a few weeks 
ago, went out into Walworth county to do 
some business.
